31,2011. 

The coinmittees listed in the attached RTB Circulation Report either failed to file the 
report, filed the report more than five (5) days but no more than thirty (30) days after the due 
date (considered a late filed report), or filed the report more than thirty (30) days after the due 
date (considered a non-filed report). In accordance with the schedule of civil money penalties 
for reports at 11 CFR 111.43, these committees sfaould be assessed the civil money penalties 
highlighted on the attached circulation report.

By letter dated April 4, 2011, tiie 
Commission sent notification of the RTB finding that included a civil money penalty calculated 
at the RTB stage of $175 in accordance witii tibe schedule of penalties at 11 CF.R. § 111.43. 

On April 21,2011, the FEC received payment of the civil money penalty calculated at the 
RTB stage. The FEC made a final determination on August 11, 2011 that you, in your official 
capacity as teeasurer, and Ciro Rodriguez for Congress violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a), assessed a 
civil money penalty in the amount of $175 in accordance with 11 C.F.R. § 111.43, and voted to 
close the file.
